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The Commotions.of England ſeem to be a complicated 
Diſtemper of the State, ariſing from ſeveral Cauſes, drawn, 
to a Head by the dextrous Artifice, of this Buſie Spirit. 
WT The preſent King of that Iſland came to the Crown, . 
vith no ſmall Diſadvanta es; his Father having exhauſt- 
ed the Treaſury, and left him deeply in Debt. He had 
no ſmall Number of the Blood Royal to maintain; which 
kind of Charges, thou knoweſt, our Glorious Sultans, 
chough they be Maſters. of infinite Riches, endeavour to 
avoid, by Marrying their Daughters and Nieces, whilſt 
yet Infants, to ſome of the moſt Potent and Wealthy. 
Baſſa's, that ſo their Port might be kept up, without 
burdening the Royal Coffers. But the Infidel Princes are 
wanting in. this frugal Providence. In the Reign of 
Ki ws (this King's Father) Fagland lay at Eaſe, 
| Cane in the Downy Bed of Peace; the. wallowed 
in Pleaſures, and had no other Unhappineſs, but in be- 
ing too happy. Her Affluence and Idleneſs affected 
the State with a Plethory. The Publick Health cannot 
be long conſerved, without the moderate Exerciſe of 
War. Charles after the Death of the old King, being 
eſtabliſhed in the Throne, committed the Affairs of State 
to the Management of his Miniſters; never examining 
his Treaſury, nor 8 an Account his Officers, but 
indulged himſelf in the Pleaſures moſt agreeable to his 
youthful: Genius. He hunted in the Foreſts, whilſt the 
Grandees, whom he entruſted with his Revenues and. 
the publick Conduct, had another Game to purſue, poſt- 
poning their Maſter's Intereſt, and that of the Nation,. 
to their own private Avarice. The Favourite Miniſter 
held a ſecret Correſpondence with Cardinal Richlieu, and, 
by this means, the Court was filled with French Penſion- 
ers, countenanced alſo by the Authority of the Queen, 
who was the Daughter of France. 8 . 

It had been before agreed in the Articles of the Mar- 
riage, that the Queen of England ſhould have a prefixed 
Number of French Servants, Put they, not content 
with their Domeſtick Employments, and Attendance 
on her Perſon, ſought the Management of that Eſtate, 
which King Charles had ſettled on her as a Dowry. This 
would by no a wich the Conſtitutions of the: 
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Concurrence of Cauſes, ſeeming remote and ſmall in their

Engliſh. That Iſland is a Little World by it ſelf; and 
the Inhabitants boaſt of an Original Freedom of Birth, 

which is not ſo much as dreamt of in all the Dominions 
of our Invincible Sultans. Though the Engliſh have ſe- 
veral Times been invaded and ſubdued, by the Saxon,

Danes, and French; yet it has been rather by Compo- 
fition than Extremity of War: Or, if it may be called a 
Conqueſt, the Victors have been forced to yield to the 
Vanquiſhed, in aſſuring them their Ancient Laws, Privi. 
leges and Cuſtoms. There is no Nation in the World 
more jealous of this their pretended Birth- right. And 
therefore to avoid all Occaſions of giving Offence to the 
Nobles and Gentry, the King perceiving the inſolent De- 
matids and Carriage of the French Courtiers, commanded 
them all, ſave a few Creatures of the Favourite Duke to 
depart the Kingdom. This much diſguſted the Queen; 
and Cardinal Richlieu was glad of the Opportunity to 
incenſe the King of France. Leavis was nettled at the 
Affront offered to his Siſter. Yet, by the Dexterity of 
the Mareſchal Baſompierre, his Embaſſador at the Engliſh 
Court, Things were in a way of Accommodation; 
when all was quaſhed by the Seizure which the French 
made of ſeveral Engliſh Ships; and ſo a War commen- 
ced. far more fatal in its Conſequences to England than 
to France. N Fin Oo 25 | 
The King of England rouzed from his Pleaſures and 
Divertiſements, by the Preparations of his Potent Neigh- 
bour, began to look about him, and conſult the Publick 
Safety. But, when he examined his Treaſury, he found 
it empty, or at leaſt ata very low Ebb. x 
Behold here, Supreme Baſſa, a Stroke of Deſtiny, a 
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firſt Appearance; but, in their Proceſs, uniting and in- 
volving that Kingdom in Ruin. VV 

Chat les could not carry on a War with France without 
aſking Aid of the Sovereign Divan (which they call the 
Parliament) of that Nation, It is a Senate compoſed of 
above ſeven hundred of the Nobility and Gentry of the 
Land.

Theſe Things made a harſh. Sound in Erg/and, and 
he Nobles reſented ill the double dealing of the Duke 
of Buckingham: (ſo was the Engliſh General called.) In 
fine, the bad Succeſs of their Forces, the Expences they 
had been at, and the Diſgrace they ſuffered in this War, 
(forty four of their Colours being carried to Paris, and 
hung up in the Chief Temple of this City, as Trophies 
of the French Victory) incenſed the Generality of the 
Engliſh Nation againſt the King and Government; 
they began to accuſe him in their Cabals of Male-Ad- 
miniſtration; and the Favourite Duke was a while af- 
ter ſtabbed by a Ruffian, whom the Male. contents had 
hired to execute their Revenge.

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The Affections of the Englißbß appeared every Da 
more and more alienated Rs the King. And Carding 
- Richliew had there his Agents, who were not wanting 
to foment the publick Diſcontents, and by divers Ari 
fees to draw the credulous People into Factions. The 
French Penſioners were inſtructed to deport themfelvg 
im a Manner every Way offenſive to the Nation. Black 
and threatning Clouds ſeemed to hang over the Coun, 
of England, exhaled from the ill Blood of the Subject: 
The Royal Dignity went Retrograde; and all Thing 
tended to obſcure the Luſtre of the Crown. Yet there 
aſſed ſome Years, before Things came to Extremities; 
and Matters, though — yet were not brought to 
an bpen Rupture, until Scotland lanced the Sore, + 
This Nation is fubje& to the Crown of England, and 
makes one half of the Iſland of Grear- Britain. They 
are a Warlike People, patient of Labour, accuſtomed 
to the Rigour of an extreme Cold Climate, great Travel- 
lers, fubtle, proud, and inconftant. 0 | 
After that which ſome call Hereſy, others a Reforma- 
tion, had begun to alienate many Kingdoms and Provinces 
from the Roman Church; the Scots, greedy of Novelties, 
and fpurred on by the ambitious Pretexts of one of their 
Grandees (Who under the Maſk. of Religion fought the 
Crown) introduced Innovations into their Church, 
They fhook off at once all their Obedience to the Pope, 
ant} ſet up ſuch a Form of Religious Diſcipline, as was 
altogether Antimonarchical ; and their Preachers ceaſed 
not to inſtil into the Hearts of the People Democratick 
Principles. Thus continued Affairs, till King Charles, 
not inſenfible of theſe Things, and willing to new mo- 
del that Church, they took up Arms againſt him, know- 
ing that he would not be able to raiſe Forces to chaſtiſe 
them without calling a Parliament.

Te King was repreſented every where as a Tyrant, and 
all his Actions were miſconſtrued. | _* | 
=_ Signior Ro/ezti, the Pope's Nuncio at the Eng/z/b Court, 
beſides his Inſtructions from the Roman Pontiff, held a 
tſtrict Intelligence with the Cardinal. His Buſineſs at this 
Court, was publickly to the Queen (who profeſſed an Ob- 
edience to the See of Nome) but privately he was ordered 
to negociate an Accommodation between the Reman and 
Exgliſb Churches. Cardinal Richliau thought to ſtrike: 
two Marks with one blow, that is, to embroil the State 
of England, and procure himſelf the greater Eſteem with 
the Raman Court. He appears very zealous for the Com 
verſion of Exg/and; and, in order to it, allows a confide- 
rable Penſion to Signior Neſſetti: Inſtructing him withal,.

Wherefore'Ds Lopes was ordered 
to pay Signior Reſetti vaſt 8ums of Money, that ſo there 
might be nothing wanting to proſelyte the Courtiers; 
knowing that they would act inſolently and diſguſt the 
Proteſtants, and fo. increaſe the publick Averſion for the 
Regal: Authority. There was alſq another Agent at the 
Engliſb Court, who was Secretary to Cardinal Harburins, 
a Man no leſs induſtrious than the other, in advancing the 
Roman Intereſt. He held a ſtrict Correſpondenee with. 
ſome of the Chief N ny eſpecially with the Princi- 
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- Secretary of State. Whilſt theſe were doing thei! 
Maſter's Buſineſs at the Court, there were others no leſs 
active in the City, where they endeavoured to create a 
Party and raiſe Factions, infinuating themſelves into the 
Acquaintance of the moſt eminent Merchants and othet 
Citizens; repreſenting to them the dangerous Conſe- 
quences of Signior Rofetti's Reſidence at the Court;

done. The King's Neceſſities made them grow high in 
their Demands and Carriage, and all Things tended to a 
general Defection.

A while after, the 44 revolted, and maſſacred above 
a hundred thouſand Engliſb. The King is accuſed of be- 
ing privy to it: Tumults are raiſed, who, in a threatning 
Manner, ſeemed to beſiege che Royal Palaces, calling out 
for Juſtice ; not much unlike the Sedition of our = 
#izarzes, when they are diſpleaſed with the Conduct of 
our glorious Sultans, or his Prime, Miniſters of State. 

In fine, the Miſunderſtandings between the King and 
the Parliament grew to that Heighth, as induced the King 
to withdraw-from the Capital City, about the Beginning 
of this Year. And, in the following Moon, he ſent the 
Queen with her Daughter into Holland, that they might 
paſs away the Time in the Court of the Prince of Orange; 
till this Storm was blown over. l e e 
In the Interim, the King ſends Letters to the Parlia- 


ment, perſuading them to conſult the publick Peace; but 


all was to no Purpoſe; they ſeize upon all the Strong 
Holds and Caſtles they could; fo that, when the King 
came to one of his garriſoned Towns, the Gates were 
hut againſt him, and he was denied Entrance by the Go- 
vernor. The Parliament liſts an Army, and the King 
ſet up his Royal Standard in the laſt Moon. Since which, 
there has been nothing of Action between them, but the 
Armies are drawing near each Qther.

Delights, and he that gave toManan Appetite of Seience 


has not forbid him to gratify it with its proper Objects. 
Not can I fee how this New Philoſophy contradicts any 
more than the bare Letter of their Bible, (for, I have 
ienckit in ſeveral Languages) and the Jeaus, who are the 

Guardians of the Original Hebrew, allow a Cabaliſtical Me 
Interpretation, far different from the Literal: So does the P: 
Arabian Prince and Philoſopher Avicen interpret thoſe M ci 
Verficles in our Holy Akoran, (which treat of Paradiſe) Mw 
in a Senſe far more refined than the Letter ſeems to im- ai 
port.

Flhat the Sun is the Center of this our planetary World, be 
and that the Earth, with the reſt of the Planets, move Wl & 
round about it, is a Thefis which keeps exact Touch with 8. 
human Reaſon, and ſeems naturally to ſquare with our u 
intellectual Faculties. It ſets all the Wheels of this great WW: 
and wonderful Machine in a regular and propartionate 
Circulation. It gives the trueſt Account of the Retro- a 
grade Motions of the Planets. ' Pro/ermy's Syſtem of the I 
Fond feems to romance upon the Sun, Moon, and G 
Stars, in aſſigning them hourly ſuch prodigious Journeys al 
through the Heavens, as are inconſiſtent with the Laws E 
of Motion. And Tycho- Brabe was but a Botcher, in ul 
atching up the Orbs with his Eccentricks, Epicycles, &c. e 
The former keeps the fixed Stars in an endleſs and uncon 0

ceivable Hurry; the latter involves the Planets in a hea- 
venly Perplexity. Both come far ſhort. of Copernicus, 
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at excellent Aſtronomer, who, by placing the Sun in the 
enter of the World, has ſolved all the Appearances of 
ature with the moſt exact Ana to Truth. Nor is 
ze Argument taken from our Senſe of any Force, ſince 
t invalidates the Motion of the Sun as well as that of 
Whe Earth: Nay, it is more incongruous that the Sun 
hould move ſo many hundred thouſand Miles every 
our, and we not perceive him to ſtir a Hair's Breadth 
ta Time. But I will not intrench farther on thy Pa- 
eence, nor run the Riſque of a Vertigo, by purſuing the 
Swift orbicular Motions of Nature. It matters not much 
hether the Sun ſtands ſtill, or the Earth, provided we 
on the Race that is appointed us, ſo as to gain the Prize, 
et I will aſk thy Judgment on another Point, which 
en of high Reaches have ſtarted.

There are ſome learned Men who ſay, the Moon and 
eeſt of the Planets are habitable as our Globe is. For my 
part, to ſpeak freely, I could wiſh it were true, it is a ſo- 
ciable Doctrine. It has made me melancholy ſometimes, 
when I have caſt my Eyes upwards, to think all thoſe 
ample Tracts in the Firmament ſhould be void of Inha- 
bitants, and yet ſcarce a Turf of our Dunghil Earth to 
be found without his Domeſticks.

I hope, the 
Sacred Empire of the Maſulmans will not ſtain it ſelf

We 21/:us, a certain Chriſtian Biſhop, who was burnt by the 
Wy Decree of the Romi/h Church, for aſſerting the Antipodes ; 
a Truth which all Nations are now ſenſible of, fince the 
Improvment of Navigation and Traffick. And yet 
Galilæus had like to have undergone the ſame Sentence 
at Rome within theſe ten Vears, for maintaining the 
Earth's Motion, and that the Sun is the fixed Center of 
the World: Nothing but his Recantation being ſuffi 
cient to have ſaved him. Such Severities the 
Growth of Learning, and ſtop the Progreſs, which would 
otherwiſe be made in Arts and Sciences. 
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Happy are the Students that live under thy auſpiciow 

Patronage, in that fruitful Seminary of Philoſopher, 
where the Myſteries of God and Nature are 1 free 

from the prophane Licentiouſneſs of the ancient Pagan, 
or the ſuperſtitious Rigour of modern Infidels. 

I I pray the Sovereign Intelligence, not to withdray

Difference between them, it is uſual for the holy Father 
tc excommunicate this Sovereign once a Year, that is, on 
the Thurſday before Eafter, which is the ſame as our 
Feaſt of Biram.

On the other 
Side, the Romans plead Conveniency for the Multitude i 
of their Altars; that the Pope has a Power to diſpenſe 
with the ancient Rites and Traditions in ſuch Caſes; and 
that nothing was more reaſonable, than that their Altars 
ſhould be multiplied, as the Number of their Proſelytes 
and Prieſts encreaſed. _ 
I will not pretend to decide this Controverſy ; permit 
me only to ſay, that the faithful Mu/ulmans have more 
Reaſon to require ſeveral Preachers at the ſame time in our 
magnificeat Moſques, where it is impoſſible for all theAu- 
ditors, in ſo vaſt an Aſſembly, to hear and underſtand 
the Law expounded by one Man, though it be per- 
formed in the vilgar Tongue: Whereas, their Service 
is celebrate! in a Language, whereof the Multitude are 
utterly ignorant.

For, ſo ſoon as 
he was told, that the Oracle was fulfilled, and that the 
Riyer. Euphrates was joined in League with his Enemies. 
and had, by an unuſual Flood, broke down a conſiderable 
Part of the Walls in which he truſted ; all his Bravery va- 
niſhed; he ſhewed he was a Coward, and killed himſelf 
for fear of Death. .

And, as if they had confecrated themſelves to Bacchus 
and Venn, Women and Wine divide the moſt important 
 AGviony of their whole Lives © n. 
They are profeſſed Enemies to the Doctrine of the Re- 
ſurrection, of good and evil Spirits, of the Day of Judg- 
ment, of Heaven and Hell. They eſteem Religion only 
28 an Invention of Politicians to reduce the World under 
ſome Form of Government; and ſpare not to call Ms/cs 
and Fe/as, the Son of Mary, Impoſtors, as well as Mabo- 
met our holy Law-giver. They laugh at Miracles, and 
ridicule Prophefies; and you had as good talk to them of 
2 Man in the Moon, as of an Apparition from the Dead. 
Theſe Sort of Libertines are not only to be found in 
the Court of France, but in general all over Europe. The 
Contagion is epidemick, the Infection has ſpread itſelf 
through Clergy and Laity, Nobles and Vulgar; inſomuch

Indeed, if we reflect on the Maxims and Practices of that 
Court, it will not be hard to conclude, That Gold is the 
Great God of the Romans, and the ultimate Object of 
their Adoration, fince that alone can open or ſhut Hea- 
ven and Hell; no Piety or Virtue, no 8 or Tears, 
Alms or Penances being available, unleſs mide fo by the 
meritorious Adjun& of this powerful Metal. Neither need 
the moſt enormous Sinners deſpair of Pardon, if they have 
but Plato for their Proctor, and Gold for their Apology ; 
there being certain Rates ſet upon all Sins, which if 
paid, thoſe of the deepeſt Dye are as readily abſolved, 
as the ſmalleſt Peccadillos. „ „ 
This Spiritual Merchandiſe of Souls in the Supreme 
Court of Chriftendom has in no ſmall Degree contributed 
to the Atheiſm of the Age; while Religion is thereby 
| rendered cheap and vile, a mere Artifice of Goverment, 
a Stratagem of the Prieſthood, to keep Fools in Awe a 
Subjection. And therefore ſuck as have a better Opini- 
on of themſelves, and would be thought Men of Senſe, 
take Occaſion to carp at the very rene Principles 
of all Religion, and to diſpute againſſ the Being of a God. 
Rather than tamely couch under the Luggage of manifeſt 
Impoſtures; they, like wild Colts, throw off the Yoke

The Chriſtians, eſpecially here in the Veſt, outgo the 
Jezos in the ſuperſtitious Narrow neſs of their Principles ;

I have 
often converſed with ſome of their learned Derviſes on the 
Theme of the Pagans Salvation, but can by no Arguments 
beat them off from their inveterate Prejudice. They will 
not allow, ſq much as one of the Heathens to be ſaved, and 
but a hundred and forty four thouſand of the Fexvs,. ac- 
counting twelve thouſand of every. Tribe. This is the 
ſevere Arithmetick of the Veſtern Religion, whoſe Pro- 
feſſors thereby render themſelves greater Infidels than 
thoſe they damn. It is to be hoped, there is a larger Cal- 
cule with God for the Number of the Bleſſed, or elſe 
one would think Hell would be too populous, and the 
Devil would be forced to make frequent Decimations, 
and ſend Colonies abroad, to make Room for the ever 
freſh Glut of his new, Gueſes.

the nobleſt and freeſt Kingdom within the Pale of the 


Latin Church; that it never would ſubmit to the Tyran- 
ny of the Inguifition: Which is a kind of Eccleſiaſtical Di- 
van, or High Court of Judicature, where Crimes againſt 
"the Church and. State are tried. It was firſt erected at 
the Inſtance of one Dominict, who, for this meritorious 
Project, was afterwards canonized a Saint. The origi- 
nal Defign of it was, to extirpate the Moors and Ftaus out 
of Spain and Portugal. But now it is made a Trap for all 
Strangers, and eſpecially thoſe they call Heretic. Who- 
ſoever falls into it, is commonly fleeced of his Eſtate, 
and not ſeldom chouſed out of his Life. For the firſt 
Thing the Holy Fathers Taguif:ors.do, is to make a zea- 
lous and devout Inſpection into the Poſſeſſions of the Pri- 
ſoner.

furniſhed: Our Entertainment was m—_— he regaled 
me beyond the Expectation of a Priſoner; and had there 
not been a Deſign in it, I ſhould have admired the Bounty 
of this Infidel. But his Treat was a Snare, and contrived 
for a Teſt of my Religion, Whether I was a Diſciple of 
Mahomet or TFeſus ? Thou knoweſt the Chriſtians eat 
Swine's Fleſh, and drink Wine, which the Mz/ul/mans . 
have in Abomination. We had Plenty of beth at this 
Feaſt, and I durſt not be ſqueamith at either. I tell thee 
though I eat of the one with little Pleaſure, yet I drank of 
the other without any Diſguſt. Theſe Nazarenes imitate _ 
the ancient Græcians at their Banquets, in drinking of 
Healths to ſuch as they moſt eſteem. The Governor plied 
me with Glaſſes, and I quaffed liberally. Policy and Self-
